He lived simply, was per- 
sonally disinterested and had 
the gifts of dtplomacy and 
friendship, His carly years 
were spent in Egypt where he 
cxaned the lifelong friendship 
of Sald Pasha. In Lisbon he 
frequented his cousin, the 
Comtesse de Montijo, and her 
daughter r 
Eugenie., These were fateful 
encounters of which he mado 
the most, and they changed the 
history of the world. 


The disaster 


Were this story made into a 
musical comedy it would end 
most appropriately with the 
gala premicre of the opera 
“Aida” In Cairo in 1869. One

BASIC AIM 


The basic aim of the Govern- 
ment in throwing open the 
correspondence beaching of high- 
ly developed Australian techol- 
cul colleges to the countries of 
South and Southeast Asia is to 
reach great numbers who are 
fitted for technical or academic 
studies but unable, for a varicty 
of reasons, to study abroad or 
tn their home country.

He sald: "We alt knew him as 
& vigorous, outspoken und able 
advocakt, ever rendy to speak 
his mind und to delend with 
v.gour and ability the cause of 
the opinion which he thought 
was right.” 

Mr Justice Hogim said Mr 
Clifford, born jn 1910 was in 
the prime of life when he wus 
struck down, and went on to 
outline his cureer—cducated at 
Eton and Merten College, Oxford, 
jolned the Middle Temple and 
called to the Bea in 1939, Just 
before the outbreak of the 
Second World War. He folned 
up immediately and = scrved 
with the Eighth Army in North 
Attrica ind = subGbequently = in 
Eritrea and the Dodecemese, 
Eventually he came to Hong- 
kong, where he became Crown 
Counsel in 1946, In 1948, he 
entered private practice and In 
the ensulng years built up 6 
very fine practice, said the 
Chief Justice. 


Dedicated Man 


“He was the very personifica- 
Lion of keenness and enthusiasm, 
No one could be more whole- 
heartedly dedicated to the catise 
of his client than John Cllfford. 
He gave of himsclt unsparingly 
In a®ility ond energy, He had

Vital Personality 


Mr Leo d'Almada sald he felt 
there were certain aspects of Mr 
Cllfford’s life and practice with 
which he, as a private practi- 
lloner, wished to deal a lttle 
more fully. 

“His was a vital personality 
and a very endearing person- 
ality also, both In forensic and 
in private life. He was always 
forthright in his comments on 
any subject whatsvever and 
added to the candour of those 
remarks a quality of interest 
which is often Jacking when 
people feel strongly on a subject, 
He could talk upon a number of 
topics most interestingly and 

a great deal of knowledge.” 

Mr d’Almnda sald that Mr 
Clifford would be much missed 
by his colleagues ut the Bar, 
both in the life in Chambera and 
In the Court. 

“In Court he was fearless in 
the advocacy of any cause for 
which he was briefed, and that 
fearlessness more than once 
brought him into sharper con— 
tact with the Bench than he 
intended. But I am quite sure 
that ev member of a.

Mr d'Almada said that as an

Mr D'Almada Remedios con- 
cluded by expressing the sym- 
pathy and regret of the Law 
Soclety to Mr Clifford's family.
